Holmes called upon last Monday, when ho 
dismissed his lawyers, Mr. Moon declin- 
ing the task through lack of timo for 
preparation. Ho admitted being familiar 
with the main facts, and will be well 
qualified to address the jury.

The two chief sources of federal rcvo- 


nuo aro sugar duties and internal taxes. 
Two factors may affect the sugar revo- 
nuo, a decrease in the domestic supply, 
owing to the withdrawal of bounties, 
and an increase in price, resulting in z 
diminished consumption. Making allow- 
ance for possible fluctuation, he oxpectf 
an importation of at least 8,000,000,- 
000,000 pounds, which, if tho import 
prico remains tho same—bolow 2 cbiita 
—will prcdnco a revenue of $21,000,- 
000. The customs, aside from sugar 
show an increase. Tho first four months 
of tho now fiscal year show a customs 
revenue as large as was that of tho same 
period in lb!92, when the total, omit- 
ting sugar, was $177,000.000. "With 
some confidence therefore," ho saye, "I 
p]aco the customs revenue for 189G at 
$100,000,000." Turning to tho other 
source of income, the internal revenue 
taxes, especially those on liquors, Mr. 
Ford does not expect much increase 
from tho advance of the tax on distilled 
spirits. Sufficient time has not elapsed 
to enable a correct measurement of the 
effects of that increase to be made. The 
present fact is that the receipts are not 
what thoy were under tho old tax. 
legislation hostile to use of liquor does 
not interfere more than usual, ho oz- 
pects an income of $85,000,000 from 
that source!, while tho taxes from fer- 
mented liquor and tobacco will change 
but little. The revenue from these two 
sources, with tho §10,000,000 from in- 
cidentals, will bring the receipts up to 
$351,000,000, t\ ram that will bo ample 
for tho normal expenditures of tho gov- 
ernment. The "normal" is the amount 
expended before the Fifty-first congress 
began tho experiment of decreasing rev- 
enue and increasing expenditure, the 
result of which will discourage its suc- 
cessor, the Fifty-fourth, from attempt- 
ing its repetition.

Wilson Tariff liaises Enough Money to 


Sleet Expenses of Government — It In 
Now In Order Tor Republican Editors 
to XJenoojBce I>etnocratic Cheeseparing;. 
"Unless something very unerpected 


happens," -writes Worthing ton 0. Ford 
to lirudetreot's, "there will bo no deficit 
in the national revenues in the ycarend- 


! ing Jane !il), 1890." Mr. Ford is tho 
flrnt roul statistician the treasury depart- 
ment has ever had. Hitherto that offico 
was a tort of harbor of refuge for some 
faithful worker in the_ parties amid tho 
lower ranks. Figures were grouped in 
bald reports in n perfunctory ivay, as if 
tho "statifitician" felt that he must 
make Eoruo kind of a showing of work 
to justify his offico to tha public that 
paid him a sahiry, lint that, since ha 
liatl the offico for work already done, as 
little labor as possiblo should be per- 
formed by him. Bnt Mr. Ford brings to 
his office the training and the instinct 
of the statistician. Ho goes to his work 
con amore, and he has established among 
nil students of trade movements a repu- 
tation for accuracy that gives his state- 
ment, quoted above, a credit independ- 
ent of the reasons on which 5io bases 
and with which ho follows and supports 
his assertion. 
' ' 


The two chief sources of federal rero- 


ETIQ are sugnr duties and internal taxes. 
Two factors may nffoct the sugar rove- 
irao, a decreaso in the domestic snpply, 
owing to tljo withdrawal of bounties, 
and an increase in price, resulting in £ 
diminished consumption.

place the customs revenue for 1800 a 
$190,000,000." Turning to tho othe 
sonrco of income, the internal revenn 
taxes, especially thoso oil liquors, Mr 
Ford does not expect much increas 
from tho advance of the tax on distills 
spirits. Sufficient time has not elapse 
to ennblo a correct measurement of th 
effects of that increase to bo made. Th 
present fact in that the receipts are no 
what they were under die old tax. 
legislation hostile to use of liquor doe 
not interfere more than nsr.al, ho ez 
pects an income of $80,000,000 from 
that source, while the taxes from fer 
mented liqnor and tobacco will chang 
but little. Tho revenue from these tw 
sources, with tho $10,000,000 from in 
cidentals, will bring the receipts up t 
$351,000,000, a sum that will bo ampl 
for tho normal expenditures of tho gov 
ernment. Tho "normal" is the amoun 
expended before tho Fifty-first congres 
began tho experiment of decreasing rev 
enno and increasing expenditure, th 
rosnlt of which will discourage its suo 
cessor, the Fifty-fourth, from attempt 
ing its repetition. 


Mr. Ford is cruelly indifferent to th 


feelings of those Eepublican editors wh 
have strained their voices in denuneia 
tion of the "tariff for deficit only," in 
this demonstration that it will, with th 
other taxes, provide a sufficient revenue 
There seoms nothing loft for them to dc 
now but to denounce the cheeseparinj 
policy that proposes to make this some 
thing less than "a billion dollar" coun 
try, and to insist that the inngnincen 
scale of expenditures inaugurated by the 
congress presided over by Mr. Reed anc 
directed, in its economies, by Mr. Me 
Kinley, shall be maintained in the "in 
torcsts of laior and morality."—St. 
Paul Globe.

nues would today be more than ample 
for all the expenditures of the govern- 
ment. Time has thus vindicated the

tariff.— Philadelphia 
Times.

It was eiact.lv 21 minutes from the time 


the jury left tho courtroom to the time 
the verdict was announced, buE that time 
WJIH not all taken up in deliberation. In 
fact, there was no deliberation at all. 
The jury had evidently decided upon n 
verdict before they'left tho box. It was 
3:34 
when they filed out of the. courtroom, 


into the prand jury room, which 'hud 
been placed at. thoir disposal, 


It took the 13 men until 3:50 o'clock be- 


fore they settled themselves comfortably, 
and at 3:55 a knock on the door announced 
to the anxious waiters that a verdict had 
been fouutl. It took just five minutes of 
actual time to elect u foreman aud tako 
the one ballot necessary. As there was no 
recommendation of mercy, tho punish- 
ment rms Used at death.

MURDERER BOr.RAXT. 


Judge Murphy finished his charge at 


6:30, and the jury at ouco retired. Al- 
though there was supposed to bu little 
prospect of a verdict being returned be- 
fore lato in the evening, tho throng oE 
spectators who had remained in the over- 
crowded courtroom to hear the judge's 
charge settled themselves back in their 
seats to await tho return of the jury. Mrs. 
Durrant and the prisoner talked and 
laughed together Jis if an acquit-tal were a 
foregone conclusion. 
They were sur- 


rounded by half a dozen friends, and tho 
conversation wns animated when it be- 
came whispered about that the jury had 
agreed upon n verdict. 


In au instant a hush fell upon the littlo 


circle that had gathered 
around tho 


prisoner. Durrani's face, always pallid, 
assumed a ghastly hue, and his mother 
was speechless. 
Then tho door at tho 


rear oC the room opened and the jury filed 
in and toot their seats in the box. In- 
tense excitement followed. 
The room, 


although flllod to its utmost capacity, was 
almost as quiec as if it had beeu vacant. 


An Impressive Scene. 


Judge Murphy was summoned, and took 


his place on tho bench. 
Clerk Morris 


asked the usual question as to whether 
tho jury had agreed upon a verdict. Fore- 
man "Warren Dutton aroso and replied :tn 
the affirmative. "We, the jury," ho said, 
"dud 
the defendant, William Henry 


Theodore Durrant, guilty of rnardar In 
the first degree." 


As tho aged foreman, pale and trem- 


bling, read the words that fixed Durrani's 
fate, a low rumbling noise,1 like tho roar of 
a mob, arose from the rear of tho court- 
room. The next momont men were cheer- 
ing wildly, while women wept hyster- 
ically in excitement. The bailiff rapped 
lou'dly for order, but the tumult con- 
tinued for a minute bcforo anything liko 
quiet could bo brought out of the disorder. 


When District Attorney Barnes arose 


and asked that a day bo sot upon which 
the sentence of death should bo passed 
upon the prisoner, Judge Murphy snid 
that sentence would be passed next Fri- 
day, upon whiob. day he would also set ;he 
day for the trial of Durrant on the charge 
of murdering Minnie Williams. 


Durrant mado a spasmodic effort to 


arise to his feat, but before he ooultl do so, 
his mother, with a half sigh, half moan, 
threw hor arms around his neck and sunk 
back into hur chair. Tho long strain of | 
the trial had completely shattered her self- 
controVand it was some time before she 
could leave the courtroom. 


ItmSIS WILLIAMS AiTD BLAKCHE LAJIOHT. 


Dnrrant's father was not in the room 


when tho verdict was returned. As soon 
as the jury retired, he went out into tho 
corridors, not behoving the jury would re- 
turn Cor .several . hours, 
and 
he first 


learned that l-.is son had been convicted 
when n cheer went up from the crowd in 
the building as the news spread. 


Durrant recovered his old-time com- 


posure as soon as he left his mother, and 
prepared to return to tho cnuuty jail. 
With his overcoau swung carelessly over 
his arm. ho walked leisurely out of tho 
room, twirling his slight mustache with 
apparently as littie concern as if he were 
merely a spectator, instead of the prin- 
cipal figure in the excitinor sceno. 


The verdict fell with "all its force on 


Durrant and his family, who had banked 
all their hopes on a disagreement. Mrs. 
Durrnut steadfastly maintained that a 
shadow of doubt would rest in tho mind 
of one of the jurors and that her son would 
not be convicted. 
She was, therefore, 


totally unprepared for tho jury to find her 
son guilty in 20 minutes. 


- By common consent, District Attorney 
Barnes Is given most of tho credit for con- 
viction of the greatest murderer evor tried 
In California. While the police depart- 
ment did excellent work, it is believed 
that Mr. -Barnes' address, which consumed 
two days and a half in its deliver}-, had 
much to do with removing any lingering 
doubt from the .minds 01 tho .jurors, if at 
any time there .wasaiorpr who'was not 


convinced of rjurrrvnt's guilt. 


Barnes' address is considered one of the 


most logical and eloquent efforts that was 
ever made before a California jury. He is 
given greater credit-for the verdict from 
the fact that the evidence was entirely 
circumstantial. The case will bo appealed 
to tho supreme courb, and i& is expected 
that nearly a year will elapse before u de- 
cision will be obtained. 


Willie it is not thought that any error 


has been committed, the defense has em- 
braced every opportunity to take excep- 
tions to the rulings of the court. Gen- 
eral Dickinson took exceptions to thrai 
features of the district attorney's argu- 
ment yesterday. He also took an excep- 
tion to the charge of tho judge. 


Mlgs Cunningham's Story. 


Miss Carrie Cunningham, the reporter 


who testified in the Durrant trial thas 
Durrant had told her he saw Blanche 
Lamont murdered in the bolfry of Eman- 
uel church, and who said that Durraut 
showed her an envelope containing a 
statement to be openeil after he was con- 
victed, has mado public her side o£ the 
story. 


She snid that when she visited Durrant 


at the jail he told her a remarkable tale, 
with the idea that she was to be a witness 
for the defense. He said he had been 
sworn to secrecy by tho murderers, but 
felt that if Miss Cunninglnim first gavo 
an inkling of what the story was, ho 
would be released from his oath. Miss 
Cunningham agreed to this, and Durrant 
told her the following story: 


"While I was fixing the sunburncrs of 


Enmnuul church I heard a noise. I fol- 
lowed the sound to the belfry aud ascer- 
tained that Blanche Lamont was mur- 
dered on the second landing. I encoun- 
tered the murderers, promised never to re- 
veal "what I had discovered and rushed 
down stairs to George King. I had an ap- 
pointment with King and foared that ho 
might go searching for me. I was much 
distressed over what I had seen, and I felt 
nauseated, but I did not send King for 
bromo seltzer becauso I wanted the medi- 
cine. Isunt him out ot tho church in or- 
der to give the guilty men a chance to 
escape." 


Miss Cunningham said Durrant told her 


that the murderers exorcised an unac- 
countable influence over him, and sworo 1;o 
spirit his mother away if he told what he 
had seen. He said that he had given the 
statement to his attorneys, but that thoy 
had decided not to uso it 
He said that 


the story related to Miss Cunningham waa 
practically the same as that contained in 
the statement, with tho exception that the 
names of the murderers and a few details 
wero omitted. 


BULGARIAN CABINET OUT. 


Evidently Not In Sympathy With Terml 


JDlctuted by Kusiia. 


SOFIA, Nov. 2.—The entire Bulgarian 


ministry has resigned until Prince Ferdi- 
nand shall have promised that his son, 
Boris, shall be baptized in the Russian 
church. It is learned upon Ferdinand's 
authority that Russia will only consent to 
enter into diplomatic relations with Bul- 
garia on condition of the fresh election of 
a prince from the candidates approved by 
the powers. Tho list may include Prince 
Ferdinand, 


Kiaxnll Wants to Resign. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Xov. 2.—Having put 


the Armenian question on the track of 
settlement, Kiamil Pasha has asked the 
sultan to relieve him of the grand vizier- 
Bhip, which has exhausted him and which 
demands the physical and mental ener- 
gies of a younger man. The sultan, in a 
reply, peremptorily declared that he could 
not dispense with his services. 


Italians Hold llalanco of Power. 


' ROME, Nov. 2.—The next consistory to 
be held will leave tho Italians in a ma- 
jority of three over the foreign cardinals 
in tho conclave, and, as there will remain 
only three cardinals' hats vacant, the su- 
premacy of the Italian vote is assured over 
any possible combination in favor of a 
foreign candidate for the pontificate. 


Monarch* IVIeet. 


POTSDAM, Nov. 2.—The King of Portugal 


arrived here last night, in the course of 
his tour of Europe. Emperor William re- 
ceived his guest with muclyvceremony. 
The King of Portugal dined en famille 
with the emperor aud empress. 


Arabs Openly Hostile. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 2.—Trouble is 


threatened in Arabia. The ministers arc 
hurrying re-enforcements to the Red sea. 
It is stated that the lives of the Turks are 
unsafe outside the garrison towns. The 
Arabs are openly hostile. 


Sanctioned by Pern.
